Has Chance to Sec Him. 

Johnson's entrance was so planned 
by the committee that instead of 
reaching the stage by the shortesi 
route he was escorted in front of the 
audie..ce and in front of the plat- 
form to which he ascended by the 
north stairway after everyone had 
had a chance to see him. 

There was no indication that the 
Democrats, mostly members of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom were in 
cluded in any applause arrange- 
rents, though they joined it ar 
times, After the meeting there were 
expressions of disappointment that 
henator Johnson did not refer in his 
apeech to the Irish cause. 

At one time when the enthusiasm 
seemed to lag Mayor 
waiked toward the speaker's desk.

This, he said, now makes it neces- 
sary for us to “hold an intellectual 
inquest over a dead hope.” 

One expression of the Senator 
drew loud applause. This was: 

“Our boys died for America with- 
out a league of nations.” He also 
aroused enthusiasm when he said 
that “insteac of throwing in our fur- 
tunes with the rest of the world we 
are about to throw our fortunes to 
the rest of the world.” The carry- 
ing out of the league of nations idea, 
he said, would “turn over the 
United States to foreign nations.” 
As a member of the league, he said, 
the United States would be “the 
world’s one going, solvent, national 
concern in partnership with four 
bankrupt nations.” 


Uses His Pet Joke. 

“They tell us,” he said, “that this 
is the only league there is and there- 
fore we must join it. I supose if a 
man had only one egg and it wad 
bad, he would have to eat it.” This 
is One of Senator Johnson's pet jokes 
which he uses in all his anti-league 
speeches. Another expression which 


‘he is fond of using and which he re- 


peated last night is that “we don't 
have to become partners with the 
burglar if we can't prevent the bur- 
giary.” This was in development of 
his argument that the European sign- 
ers of the covenant and treaty had 
ulterior and selfish motives and were 
trying to have these motives ap- 
proved by the United States. 
Toward the close of his speech 
the Senator referred to the league as 
“the great war trust” and as “the 
infamous league of nations.”

[:: was difficult to decide where 
to attack, but it was necessary 
to do so early. It took weeks, 

and required considerable fore- 
Sight. and the most detailed pre- 
liminary work to concentrate the 
troops in a confined area, bring up 
by rail the tremendous quant'ties 
of ammunition and other stores of 
all kinds, carry out the work al- 
lotted to the troops themselves 
such as preparing battery posi- 
tions, screening roads, construct- 
ing anti-aircraft shelters and pre- 
paring gear for crossing the 
trenches, and finally to deploy for 
battle. 

Of course all this increased the 
danger of® discovery. It was 
therefore necessary to commence 
dummy works on the fronts re- 
mote from the attack, which, as a 
matter of fact, served as the basis 
of attack later on. But the bulk 
of the available labor troops were 
required on the*front of attack at 
an early date. The preparations 
on other fronts could not be ex- 
tensive, but there was some chance 
of misleading the enemy, and the 
deception was to be completed by 
skillfully conducted defensive 
measures, 

I discussed the selection of the 
front of attack with the Chiefs of 
Staff of the Army Groups, and 
with the officers of my Staff, and 
heard their opinions. Three sec- 
tors were considered—F landers be- 
tween Ypres and Lens, between Ar- 
ras and St. Quentin or La Fere, 
und on both sides of Verdun, leav- 
ing out the fortress. As is al- 
ways the case, there was a great 
deal to be said for and against 
each proposal. 

The enemy was in great 
strength about Ypres and Arras, 
in front of the Ailette position and 
further to the east, as far as Ver- 
dun: the weakest part was on 
both sides of St. Quentin; north of 
that town the enemy line had 
been denser since the battles of 
Cambrai. 

In the north the ground gvas 
difficult. The condition ‘of the Lys 
valley, west of Lille, across which 
the main force of the attack would 
pass, depended to an_ extraordi- 
nary degree upon the season and 
the weather: before the middle of 
Apri its passability away from the 
roads was doubtful. That was very 
late, in view of the Americans. 

In the center the ground itself 
caused no difficulties, but further 
progress would be hampered by 
the crater-areas of the Somme bat- 
tle. 

The attack at Verdun would 
lead us into very hilly country. 

These two attacks could take 
place at any time of year. 

Tactical conditions, therefore, 
favored the center sector; here the 
attack would strike the enemy's 
weakest point, the ground offered 
no difficulties, and it was feasible 
at all seasons. 

Want to Cut Off British. 

Strategically the northern at- 
tack had the advantage of a great, 
though limited, objective. It might 
enable us to shorten our front if 
we succeeded in capturing Calais 
and Boulogne. The attack on 
Verdun might also lead to an 
improvement in our ‘front, though 
more of a tactical nature. The cen- 
ter attack seemed to lack any 
definite limit. This could be rem- 
edied by directing the main effort 
on the area between Arras and 
Peronne, towards the coast. If 
this blow succeeded the strategic 
result might indeed be enormous, 
as we should cut the bulk of the 
English army from the French; 
and crowd it up with its back to 
the sea. 

Il favored the center attack; but 
I was influenced by the time fac- 
tor and by tactical considerations, 
first among them being the weak- 
ness of the enemy. Whether this 
weakness would continue I could 
not know. 

Tactics’ had to be considered be- 
fore purely strategical objects; 
which it is futile to pursue unles3 
tactical success is possible. A 
stratezical plan which ignores the 
tactical factor is foredoomed to 
failure. Of this the Entent.'s 
attacks during the first three 
years of war afford numerous exX- 
amples. ‘

One-Sixth Vote for U. S.

And today in the assembly of this 
league of nations the United States, 
with double the self-governing popu- 
lation of Great Britain, has one-sixth 
as many votes as Great Britain. 

“Now by what distortion of intel- 
lect is it that we can tolerate this 
sort of thing. Go back three or four 
years. Imagine that any one of us 
came here in such a wondrous meet- 
ing as this and proposed to you, «as 
American people, three or four years

All that Article X does is to pledge protection for all) 
nations against external aggression—a war of wanton) 
aggression and conquest by another nation. This protec- | 
tion is not to be given by force of arms, unless a nation | 
decides to use arms as a last resort. All the force of 
discussion, warning and boycott—a terrible force—is| 
to be exhausted before arms are to be resorted to, and | 
each nation determines what it shall do for the com- | 
mon cause. Article X is a provision of justice and peace. | 


In the matter of people with territory under oppres- 
sion, Senator Johnson wholly ignored Article XI, which | 
opens the door for every people to protest without of-| 
fense against any condition which makes for oppres- 
sive friction and conflict. He ignored the opportunity | 
offered the weakest people or any of its friends to ap-|

Of Mary Tudor, 
and the Duke's two nightcaps? 

Do we know that King and 
Queen who stood barefooted in the 
great hallof Westminster? Or what 
plumber’s dog licked .-the blood of 
a King? That Henry “supped and 
made merry” with Anne of Cleves, 
after he had divorced her? Or 
who was the dead King that lay 
stripped, for nine hours, on a 
board in Westminster Abbey. Or
